It is estimated that there are in the Diocese 
of Fort Wayne about 60,000 men over the age of 
twenty-one. What a wonderful power for spiritual 
and temporal good could be accomplished if each 
exercised an apostolate even in a moderate wav. 
Your Archbishop cannot conceive of any better man- 
ner of promoting healthy family life, of preventing 
juvenile delinquency, than for the father or grown- 
up son to be working for the Church. Children will 
be edified and inspired to follow such example — 
and the children of today are to be parishioners of 
tomorrow. < 

The parish officers of each men’s sodality are 
expected to use the services of practically every 
member in some way. 

It would seem that there should be no difficulty 
in having from eight to ten members form a Con- 
ference of the St. Vincent de Paul Society, whose 
founder is up for beatification. We know of no 
apostolate—along spiritual lines—which accomplish- 
es as much good, which enables the priest, through 
the members, to learn to know practically every 
member of his flock. As the Legion of Mary works

chiefly with women, the St. Vincent de Paul works 
with men, the heads of homes, with whom the mem- 
bers have great success. 

Most members of parish units can be used as 
block captains with some sort of assignment given 
them either by the pastor or by the officers. 

We have often told you that all Protestant 
churches make use of the laity. Catholic city parishes 
will always be larger than Protestant, and it is ab- 
solutely impossible for the pastor himself to learn 
to know all his people and how they are behaving. 

Nobody knows this more than your Archbishop 
because the Victory-Noll Sisters are engaged in fam- 
ily visiting in about 20 states. The Bishops and 
clergy using their services claim that they are in- 
dispensable, and that they reduce the work and the 
worry, and ease the conscience of the clergy, with 
whose parishioners they deal. There is such a de- 
mand for them that we could use one hundred more 
right now. 

Those who do that kind of work are apostles

indeed, and that is why, properly enthused and 
guided, every man would be willing to accept some © 
personal assignment, and with others do much to 
correct what is wrong and to promote what is right. 


Protestants make much of the “priesthood of 
the laity,” but Catholics have a special Sacrament 
which actually makes those who receive it members 
of the “priesthood of the laity.” This Sacrament it- 
self imposes on every Catholic who receives it an 
obligation to be an apostle. Hence it is not a ques- 
tion whether it is advisable or not. A soldier of 
Christ must be “a good soldier” (2 Tim. 2:3). 

No priest nor Bishop nor Pope can relieve any 
Catholic of that obligation. There are more Holy 
Name men in the Catholic Church in this country 
than there aré members of most denominations. If 
any of these sects had 5,000,000 men, constituted 
of parish units, they would surely make good use 
of them. 

The Holy Name Society, or any parish sodality, 
is a spiritual organization and, therefore its mem- 
bers must daily look for an opportunity to do some 
spiritual work.

Angry At 


Decent Book Groups 


New York —(NC)— Community | 


groups that undertook newsstand 
clean-ups last year were labeled 
“vigilante committees” in a book 
publishers report for 1953. 

Committees of parents who 
worked to keep trashy books, maga- 
zines and comics out of the reach 
of their children were mentioned 
with “alarm” in a lengthy bulletin 
by the American Book Publishers 
Council, Ine. The bulletin pur- 
ported to show that the majority 
of U. S. citizens were against any 
controls on what books dealers 
can display or sell. 

During 1953, the report said, a 
series of moves against indecent 
publications threatened the nation 
with “compulsory conformity.” The 

ublishers stated, however, that by 

e end of 1953, “the tide of sup- 
pressive pressures seemed to be 
at least temporarily checked.” 

A statement from the Washing- 
ton headquarters of the National 
Council of Catholic Men, on 
other hand, said emphatically that 
“there is r ype nana no evidence 
whatever of relaxation” by grou 
combatting harmful literature. “ 
the contrary, the nationwide move- 
ment is growing, not only in num- 
bers but in intensity,” N.C.C.M. 
Executive Secretary Martin Work 
stat 


ed. 

Mr. Work said that, in addition 
to campaigns now operating in 
cities across the nation, plans for 
decent literature drives are in- 
cluded in the 1954 programs of 
many additional groups in the U. S.

In her case, too, the canoni- 
zation ceremony itself was held on 
a Saturday evening in St. Peter’s 
Square while the canonization 
Mass took place the following Sun- 
day inside St. Peter's Basilica. This 
was done in order to accommodate 
the enormous crowds anxious to 
witness the canonization.

Dear Readers... 


OU have already been told that 
the centenary of the promulga- 
tion of the doctrine of the Immacu- 
late Conception of Mary will be 
observed for a whole year, and the 
year, therefore, beginning on De- 
cember 8, 1953 and ending on 
the same date in 1954 is called 
“The Marian Year.” The Pope 
wrote a special Encyclical letter 
on this subject, which we want 
you to read. Today we reproduce 
the first six points of the Encycli- 
cal, which should revive in your 
minds the significance of the Im- 
maculate Conception of Mary. 
Pope Pius XII writes: 
Venerable brethren, health and 
apostolic benediction: 
1—The radiant crown of glory, 
with which the most pure brow 
of the Virgin Mother was encircled 
by God, seems to Us to shine more 
brilliantly, as We recall to mind 
the day, on which, one hundred 
years ago, Our Predecessor of hap- 
py memory, Pius IX, surrounded 
y a vast retinue of Cardinals and 
Bishops, with infallible apostolic 
authority defined, pronounced and 
solemnly sanctioned “that the doc- 
trine, which holds that the Most 
Blessed Virgin Mary at the first

WY is the Church persecuted in Poland and not in the United 

States? Why are there only 216 foreign missionary priests 
left in China and hundreds of Chinese priests languishing in 
prison while we of the Western world enjoy relative peace and 
freedom? 


Part of the answer is the democratic spirit of the West- 
ern world which suffers the other man’s opinion to thrive 
in the midst of disagreement. The whole answer is much 
deeper and more mysterious. Persecution arises either be- 
cause a society becomes definitely anti-Christian or because 
Christians so live out the Gospel as to provoke the antagon- 
ism of the world. Our Lord told us if we love Him “the 
world will hate you.” 


Communism can never enslave man until it exiles God. 
Thus persecution must precede the economics of Communism. 
Hence they make the fight against the Church a battle to death. 
There is no persecution in the Western world partly because 
it waters down Christianity so as to mean anyone who be- 
lieves that Christ is a great teacher like Buddha or George 
_ Bernard Shaw. In this case, there is nothing to fight against, 
one either ridicules Christianity or tolerates it as a “point of 
view.” When the world is consciously anti-Christian, it perse- 
cutes; when the Christians are consciously Christian, they be- 
come an “offense” to the world and the world persecutes them. 
Our. Lord said: “Blessed are ye when men hate, revile and 
persecute you.” When this happens, we are “witnessing to 
Christ.” 


The way to ward off persecution is to deny ourselves. 
“Persecuting” our ease, our egotism, and our selfishness, 
releases us from external persecution. This is the real rea- 
son America is free from persecution — the charity and 
sacrifice of our faithful to the hungry and needy in the 
other parts of the world.

They succeeded secondly be- 
cause the fuzzy moral concepts of 
the general public kept many 

ple from seeing any harm in 
fhe film. Even some _ Catholics 
raised it and saw nothing wrong 
n it. 

Finally, they succeeded because 
theater managers saw a chance to 
make money on a much-discussed 
film and so, disregarding any long 
té®m results, they grabbed at big 
receipts. 

So there was the first hole in 
the dike. Now RKO Radio wants 
to destroy the dike and let loose 
a flood of filth. . 

I said in the beginning that it 
is the motion picture industry that 
is facing a crisis. That was no 
mistake. It might seem as though 
the public is facing a crisis, as 
though the crisis is in public mor- 
als. But I meant what I said — it 
is the motion picture industry that 
is in mortal danger. 

There is actually very little rea- 
son to go to motion pictures. In 
your homes you have radio and 
television and while both have 
their limitations and faults, both 
have their good points, too. . 

The motion picture industry is 
fighting for its life. Let the in- 
dustry forget its moral responsi- 
bilities to the community and it 
will die. There may be some 
quick profits for a few but it will 


eventually mean destruction of an | eq 


entire industry. 

I happen to think motion pic 
tures are worth saving. I think 
there are films that have been 
made that are of tremendous im- 

rtance. I think there are count- 
ess films yet to be made that can 
add greatly to our cultural heri- 
tage. So I hope the industry can 
save itself from the men -who are 
trying to destroy it. 

What should your attitude be? 
First of all, stay away from “The 
French Line” and any other film 
that flaunts the production code. 
If you saw “The Moon Is Blue” be- 
cause you wanted to see what all 
the complaint was about then you 
are one of the ones responsible for 
thi¥ present turn of events. 

Second, you might remember 
some of the other titles being re 
leased by RKO Radio and decide 
whether or not you want to aid the 
the company in any way. “Appoint- 
ment in Hondouras,” “Marry Me 
Again” and “Decameron Nights” 

re three films recently released 
by the eeeeeey and all of them 
are objectionable. 

Third, you might let your local 
theater manager know that you 
are counting on his sup of the 
production code. If he doesn’t con- 
sider he has any moral responsibi- 
lity to his community then you 
would be foolish to help support 
him. In the present situation, no 
theater will play this film unless 
the owners deliberately seek to 
play it. So you can be certain any

theater that does play it is making 
a deliberate choice. 


Supporters of the film say oppo- 
sition is old fashioned. Eric John- 
son, who is defending the code, 
says it is as old fashioned as the 
ten commandments. 


Another a has been demon- 
strated by this film and that is the 
fact that actors and actresses have 
no control over their work. Jane 
Russell has protested more loudly. 
than anyone else against the re- 
lease of this film. She says she pro- 
tested while it was being made. 
She says now she'll not sign again

Joan Leslie did rebel a few 
years back and the result was that 
she was nearly thrown out of the 
industry. She is back now and it 
has been a real satisfaction for me 
to be able to urge you to see her 
first new starring role, “Flight 
Nurse.” But Joan Leslie took 
— that not many stars will 
take. 


Some few have enough import- 
ance to demand and get what they 
want. Bing Crosby, for instance, 
would never have to make a film 
he didn’t want to make. But the 
Jane Russells, who are stars but 
not important enough to set the 
rules for their own pictures, are 
faced with a real problem. Miss 
Russell, who is an active Protest- 
ant church woman, may seem of- 
ten to offend in the roles she por- 
trays but the squabble over “The 
French Line” indicates she is 
earnestly trying to do something 
about it. 

I have taken an entire column 
to discuss this because I think it 
is the most significant develop- 
ment in many months. If controls 
are dropped on motion pictures 
then you can look for a failure 
to control TV. 


So let me go back over the 
things you can and should do: 

First, stay away from “The 
French Line.” 

Second, stay away from RKO 
Radio films until that company 
indicates some concept of public 
responsibility. 

Third, tell your local theater 
managers that you hope they will 
consider the public welfare, stick 
by the production code and refuse 
to play. any films the production 
code refuses to approve. Particul- 
arly, let those managers who play- 

“The Moon Is Blue” know how 
you feel. 

Finally, if the theater does play 
“The French Line” then take that 
as an indication of what the man- 
ager thinks of the community wel- 
fare and see that he does not get 
your support. 


If the advice I’ve given above 
seems to contradict the positive 
aim of this column let me assure 
you that the column still has as its

Has the Church instituted any 
Sacrament? 

CLASS: No, the Church is not 
empowered to institute Sacraments. 
Since they confer the grace of God, 
they can be instituted only by God. 

What are the names of the seven 
Sacraments? 

CLASS: Baptism, Confirmation, 
Holy Eucharist, Penance, Extreme 
Unction, Holy Orders, Matrimony. 

But don't Protestant ministers 
perform Christian marriages? 

CLASS: Yes, but they do not re- 
gard even a Christian marriage as 
a Sacrament, although St. Paul calls 
it “a great Sacrament” (Eph. 5:32). 


But de not Protestants translate 
that text “it is a great mystery?” 


CLASS: The word Sacrament and 
mystery meant the same thing in 
primitive Christianity. Conferring 
grace by a visible sign is certainly 
something mysterious, but an or- 
dinance which confers grace is a 
Sacrament. 


Do not most Protestants teach 
that if you take Christ as your per- 
sonal Savier you are saved and 
that, therefore, Sacraments are not 
necessary? 

CLASS: Yes, they teach that, but 
there are ten scripture texts which 
contradict that doctrine for every 


one which they quote to support 
the teaching. 

What answer did Christ give to 
the man who asked Him point 
blank what he must do to be saved? 


CLASS: He answered, “If thou 
will enter into life keep the Com- 
mandments” (Matt. 19:17). He said 
nothing about taking Christ as his 
personal Savior. St. Paul certainly 
accepted Christ as his Savior, but 
writing to those converts who also 
believed Christ to be their Savior, 
Paul told them that if he had all 
faith, even sufficient to remove 
mountains, it would profit him 
nothing if he did not also have

Nevertheless, if we are to save 
our soul, we must live habitually 
in the state of grace.

Let’s 
take the example of a boy court- 
ing a girl. A sin has been commit- 
ted. Does this happen on every 
date? What time of the day does 
it happen? Is it in a car?—in her 
home ?—his home? Would not the 
situation be saved by staying un- 
der the bright lights, by not sit- 
ting parked, by not following her 
into her house at the end of the 
evening, by having a third party 
along? 

If one can detect a definite pat- 
tern accompanying each sin, then 
the sincere friend of Christ will 
stop at nothing to smash that pat- 
tern. It may mean abandoning a 
particular crowd of companions, 
tearing up an address book, being 
rude with old cronies on the tele- 
phone. We must choose between 
Christ and this particular person 
or this particular crowd. We must 
plan our time so that we are safe 
at every moment. 

These natural precautions must 
be backed up by intense prayer. 
As I said, the sinher must make a 
project out of his salvation. He 
will step up his frequentation of 
the sacraments. He will add a 
daily rosary to his program. At 
critical times during the day, he 
will visit Our Lord in the Blessed 
Sacrament. 


From Day To Day 


I would suggest that such a per- 
son take the childlike attitude of 
living from day to day. He must 
look neither backward nor for- 
ward. He is living for just this 
day. If he can only get through 
these 24 hours without sin, that’s 
all he asks. Our Lord has forgiven 
the past, and tomorrow will look 
after itself. So, getting out of bed 
in the morning, he looks ahead and 
tries to forsee any spiritual prob- 
lems likely to crop up. He plans 
how to avoid or solve these, and he 
says a little ase for strength. 
At the end the day, he thanks 
our Blessed Mother for her graces 
—or says an act of contrition for 
his lack of cooperation. 

The good Catholic receives Holy 
Communion at least once a week— 

oftener, if possible . 

There are insights given to the 
spiritual man that transcend all 
the grubby pleasures of sin. Holi- 
ness is a thing that snowballs. 
One’s vision gradually clears with 
the habit of sanctifying grace. God 
fills the heart with a desire for 
prayer.

Tips For Parents 


LL too often people forget that 

the small child’s memory is 
quite short. Sometimes adults be- 
come impatient at having to tell 
the child repeatedly the same 
thing. Getting angry and admin- 
istering severe punishment will 
not help matters. 

However, this does not mean 
ithat parents must be ‘“wishy- 
washy.” If they are the child will 
never know where he stands. One 
day the parents want one thing 
and the next day it is something 
else. The young child is left in a 
quandary. . 

In all cases discipline that is 
firm and consistent is the kind of 


=| discipline that is the greatest fac- 


tor in helping the growing child. 

Even as the child’s memory Is 
short, so too are his wishes and 
desires. For example, the little girl 
of six or eight may keep begging 
for days and months on end for a 
piano. She wants to take music 
lessons. Finally the parents ac- 
cede to her wishes, a piano finds 
its way into the home and the 
lessons are begun. Little Susan is 
in the heighth of her glory. Eager- 
ly she practices her allotted time 
each day, and on Saturday after- 
noon is ready a half an hour in 
advance to go for her beloved mu- 
sic lesson. ; 

Now parents are delighted. They 
think all their troubles with Susan 
are gt an end. However, it is not 
long before they are disillusioned. 
Anywhere from five to eight 
months later Susan's interest in 
piano has completely disappeared. 
Her practice hour is now her most 
hated hour of the . Parents 
need not be too much a at 
this behavior. After angfher year 
or so renewed interest will again 
show itself. 

The same holds true of young 
Junior. For a while, he wants 
nothing more than a pair of boxing 


bat, and later a bicycle or what- 
ever else happens to strike his 
fancy. Each of these interests and 
desires of the child were real and 
well-founded interests at the time. 
But they are short-lived. Hence, 
parents who are unable to fulfill 
all their children’s wishes, need 
not take the matter too seriously. 
Just remember the child’s memory 
is short. As he grows and develops, 
likewise will his memory span be- 
come increased.

ages and two and three may very 
earnestly promise his Mommy that 
he won't do this or that anymore.

It is quite 
common for children of his age 
to promise things that they are not 
able to keep. They always want te 
do more than what they can do. 

A calm reminder at the next of- 
fense, and an encouragement that 
he should try to do better the 
next time, will help to train that 
young memory. 

However, this does not mean 
that the parent should become lax 
in his discipline. In such cases it 
is better for the parent to be- 
come firmer and firmer from day 
to day. Thus the parent’s kind and 
calm, but firm repeated teaching 
will win out in the end over the 
child’s inability to keep his promis- 
es. 
In all this the Catholic parent 
has the added motivation of religi- 
on. Just as they are learning other 
things, little Johnnie, or Susie, or 
Mary can learn to do them for the 
sake of the little Child Jesus. Thus 
their spiritual learning keeps 
apace with the various phases of 
natural learning. They can early be 
trained in the little acts of virtue 
that go along with the happenings 
of every-day living; for example, to 
remember to share a bag of candy 
with a little sister or brother or 
playmate; again, to take turns us- 
ing a certain article, such as a 
treasured tricycle.

Farmers are not good record 
keepers. A few bills, receipts and 
cancelled checks are the only re-| 
cords kept on many farms. Per-| 
haps this is use record keep-| 
ing is an unpleasant task, especial. | 
ly when it must Be done at the end | 
of a hard day’s work. | 

Still, we make an appeal for 
more attention to this phase of 
your job. Each year it becomes! 
more and more necessary to keep 
track of your income and expen. : 
ditures. Farming is a big business. | 
Several thousand dollars pass 
through the hands of the average 
farmer @ach year. Farming is a 
complex undertaking. So far as 
production is concerned, it involves | 
four or five grain and hay ‘crops 
and three or four types of livestock. 
In a well-balanced farming opera- 
tion there are the lesser but very 
important items such as poultry, 
garden and orchard. Farming in- 
volves a multiplicity of transac- 
tions—purchasing, marketing, bor- 
rowing, production, management, 
maintenance, hiring, etc. Moreover, 
farming is affected greatly by cur- 
rent business trends and costs. Hog 
raising is profitable one year and 
unprofitable another. From all 
these considerations one very ob- 
vious conclusion can be drawn: | 
only the farmer who keeps accurate 
accounts of income and expendi- 
tures is safe and secure. 


Hit or miss farm management is 
all too widespread. Many farmers 
have no way of knowing what por- | 
tion of their incomé was realized 
from the various types of grain and 
livestock they have produced 
When the year is over they 
grumble because their bank ac- 
count is so low, but they have not 
the slightest notion about adjust- 
ments that should be made. Often 
one or more items of produce 
cause losses which eat up a siz- 
able portion of the profits derived 
from the rest of the farm enter- 
prises. If you had 15 milk cows, 10 
of them producing five gallons of 
milk per day and the other five 
producing only one gallon per day, 
you would quickly cull out the 
“boarders” from your herd. Simi- 
larly, some culling out of farm 
practices is often needed. 


Simplified Records 


In almost every state the Ex- 
tension Service is prepared to help 
farmers keep better records. You 
may call on either your Coun 
Agent or local Vocational Agri- | 
culture teacher. They will supply | 
you, at a nominal cost, with prac- | 
tical farm record books and will 
explain how they may be used. 
These records deal chiefly with 
costs and production. Of course, 
these records are of little value un- |

At the end of the year you may 
bring your records to the same 
County Agent or Vocational Agri- 
culture teacher for analysis.

There are several incidental ad- 
vantages which result from keep- 
ing accurate accounts.” 

A. Income tax reports are more 


easily prepared. Your farm records 
supply all the data you need.
